CULLING FARM FLOCK 
INCREASES EGG OUTPUT 


to 


Auburn, Ala.— Removing 
non-producers is one of the 
most effective ways of main- 
taining high egg produc- 
tion and making the farm 
flock profitable, says John 
Ivey, extension poultryman, 
Arab eany 

Culling reduces feed cosi 
and increases production. 
Culling of poultry of every 
age should be a continuous 


process because diseased, 
crippled or otherwise un- 
profitable birds should be 


removed from the flock as 
they are detected. At least 
once each year and possibly 
twice the entire flock should 
be caught and culled syste- 
matically. The best times 
for these cullings are (1) 
January and February when 
egg prices drop considera- 
bly, and (2) August to Oc- 
tober when mature hens 
are mostly out of production 
and one must make room 
for a new pullet crop. 


FARMERS URGED TO 
SAVE CLOVER SEED 


Auburn, Ala.— Farmers 
with white and hop clovers 
can increase their acreage 
by allowing them to mature 
and harvesting the seed, J. 
C. Lowery, agronomist for 
the Alabama Extension Ser- 
vice, points out. 

White clover produces 
seed throughout the spring 
and summer months but 
should be harvested when 
the largest amount of seed 
is available. This is usually 


in June. Cut when the 
greater part of the heads 
are brown and. dry. Most 


white clover seed is harvest- 
ed by cutting with a mow- 
er. Seed for home use can 
be saved by cutting the 
plants and scattering them 
over the area to be planted. 

Lowery declared that hop 
clover is ready to harvest 


when the seed is mature 
and before shattering oc- 
curs. It can be harvested 


in the same manner as white 
clover.

APPLY NITROGEN FOR 
BIGGER CORN YIELDS 


Auburn, Ala.—A tremen- 
dous increase in the number 
of hogs on farms and the 
decrease in corn acreage in 
most sections make it more 
important . than ever that 
Alabama farmers sidedress 
corn with nitrate of soda 
this spring, advises W. W. 
Cotney, assistant extension 
agronomist. 

Corn that follows winter 
legumes, “hogged-off’’ pea- 
nuts, or cotton that was well 
fertilized needs no fertiliz- 
ing at planting time, but 
should be sidedressed with 
225 pounds of nitrate of so- 
da 35 days after planting. 
Where corn does not follow 
either of these crops, it 
should receive at least 400 
pounds of complete fertili- 
zer or 200 pounds of 0-14-10 
at planting time and side- 
dressed with 225 pounds of 
nitrate of soda,

per acre for each dusting. 
Kepeat every 4 or 5 days 
until weevils are controlled. 
If poison is washed off with- 
in 24 hours after dusting, 
repeat the application, Con- 
trary to common belief, the 
use of poison is most profi- 
table in rainy season. : 

After the cotton crop is 
set it is usually necessary to 
apply one or two applica- 
tions of poison to protect 
young bolls. This would 
make five to seven applica- 
tions per season. 

Dust can-be applied any 
time of day or night when 
air is quiet. It is not neces- 
sary for the cotton plant to 
be wet when poison is ap- 
plied. 

Experiments in many 
states over many years with 
pre-square poisoning has 
not proved profitable. There- 
fore, it is not recommended. 
This includes mopping with 
sweet poison and all other 
pre-square poisoning.

GOD'S EXCEEDING GREAT 
PROMISES 

LESSON TEXT—II Peter 1:1-11, 

GOLDEN TEXT—He hath granted unto 
us His precious and exceeding great 
promises; that through these ye may be- 
come partakers of the divine nature.— 
Il Peter 1:4, R. V. 


Growth in grace and in knowledge 
of Christ are as normal and expect- 
ed of the child of God as bodily 
growth of the physical child. Tragic 
as is the failure of one to develop 
physically, it is even more distress- 
ing and sad in the spiritual realm. 
Yet it is a common thing in our 
churches, where only comparatively 
few believers even come to ful: 
stature in Christ, where more have 
only a partial growth, and some are 
forever babes in Christ. 


God has made perfect provision 
for us, and has in His Word given 
plain and explicit instructions on 
how to gain spiritual development. 


I. All Things Provided (vy, 1-4). 


In the physical world we are able 
to provide, at least in some degree, 
what is needed. We also know 
where to find mental food, Spiritual 
provision can come only from God, 
and we find from these verses that 
He has provided not just a small 
portion, or a limited ration, but ‘‘all 
things that pertain unto life and god- 
liness,"" through the knowledge of 
Christ, 

The ‘‘exceeding great and precious 
promises" of God are the abundant 
portion of the believer. They are 
sure promises, based in the alto. 
gether dependable Word of God, 


God’s provision for us in Christ 
has made it unnecessary to look 
elsewhere. Here is escape from the 
world's corruption, the new nature 
in Christ, faith, grace, peace, power 
—all in. Him, 

The opposite is also true, that 
without Christ men have only the 
weak and disappointing help of men 
on which to draw. Of such foolish 
ones the Lord said through Jeremiah 
the prophet that they “have com: 
mitted two evils: They have for: 
saken me, the fountain of living 
waters, and hewed them out cisterns, 
broken cisterns, that can hold no 
water" (Jer, 2:13). 


Ir, All Diligence Required (vy. 
5-7), 

There is something that the Chris- 
tian can do to insure his growth in 
grace. He is to be diligent, that is, 
have an earnest purpose and zeal 
to go ahead spiritually. This calls 
for application and endeavor, jus{ 
as progress in any other sphere of 
life, and possibly more, 

Faith is the foundation of all such 
growth and without it there is noth- 
ing on which to build. But on it, or 
better, ‘in’’ it, we have all these 
other Christian graces springing up, 
as we give “‘all diligence’ to en- 
courage their growth. 

Notice the ascending scale. Faith 
leads to virtue, that is, courageous, 
resolute Christian character. Then 
comes knowledge—the intelligent un- 
derstanding and discernment olf 
truth. This is bound together by 
temperance, meaning self-control. 
Next is patience, that steady en- 
durance which keeps going in spite 
of trial or disappointment, 

The sixth note in this octave of 
graces is godliness, which speaks of 
piety, true devotion to God, and rev- 
erence for His name. Such a believ- 
er will love his brethren in all broth- 
erly kindness; and that leads us to 
the high point of love (the real mean- 
ing of ‘‘charity,’’ v. 7). Here love for 
God is obviously in mind, as the 
crowning grace of the believer, 


Il. All Eternity Assured (vv. 8 
11). 


We should look forward to that 
abundant “entrance into the ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ’’ spoken of in 
verse 11. There is such a thing as 
being saved ‘‘so as by fire’ (I Cor, 
3:15), slipping into heaven with noth. 
ing to show for our life as followers 


of Christ here on earth (read I Cor. 


3:12-15). 

God does not want for His people 
such an unseemly entrance upon 
eternity. Why should we be satis- 
fied so to live that it may be true 
of us. Saved? Yes, but that is all! 
Are you satisfied with that prospect? 

We should note, too, that this 
growth in grace will show itself in 
our daily life. It will keep us from 
being ‘barren (idle) and unfruitful”’ 
(v. 8). The Christian life must not 
be barren of true service for Christ, 
nor unfruitful of gracious harvest 
for Him. We are not on a sort of 
spiritual joy ride, sitting at ease as 
we speed on to the heavenly dwelling 
places. 

Works do not save a man. We 
are justified before God by faith. 
But our faith is justified before men 
by our works of righteousness. Fruit 
grows on the living and healthy tree. 

Observe that the Christian who 
lacks these graces (Do you?) is a 
nearsighted one who lacks both 
vision and grateful remembrance of 
God's loving-kindness (v. 9). How 
many members of our churches 
need their spiritual memory jogged 
and their spiritual eyes anointed 
with God's ‘‘eyesalve"’ (Rey, 3;18),

Farmers and others who 
are growing gardens this 
year are fortunate in that 
dealers in our county were 
able to obtain an ample sup- 
ply of one of the best insect- 
icides known. This insecti- 
cide is retonone dust, com- 
monly referred to as “Der- 
ris.’ Dervis if properly ap- 
plied will control all chew- 
ing insects. 


The Mexican Bean Bee- 
tle is doing’ considerable 
damage to beans at the 


present time. This insect 
is dark brown with 16 black 
spots on back. Derris will 
contro] this insect if the dust 
is applied at least once a 
week to both the under side 
and top side of the leaves. 
These same applications of 
Derris will also control such 
insects as leaf beetle, pota- 
to beetle, flea beetle and 
cucumber beetle. Therefore, 
use Derris on other garden 
crops where insects that eat 
the foliage are found. 

The tomato fruit worm is 
beginning to play havoe 
with young tomatoes. This 
worm is green in color and 
does its damage by boring 
into the tomato which 
causes the tomato to rot. 
Tomato worms can be con- 
trolled with corn meal bait. 
The bait is made by mixing 
one. pound of calcium arse- 
nate with 10 pounds of corn 
meal. Mix the materials 
{thoroughly and apply a 
small amount of the bait by 
hand to each cluster of to- 
matoes. Apply an applica- 
tion once each week until 
the first tomatoes begin to 
ripen. 

Controlling garden insects 
is a big job which cannot be 
done by haphazard meth- 
ods. Dusting must be thor- 
ough and only one applica- 
tion will do very little good. 
Dusting must be continued 
as long as damage is being 
done by insects.

| have just received a copy. 
of The Elba Clipper of which 
1 am an ardent reader. I 
receive a copy of the paper 
every Tuesday and always 
look forward to receiving 
it. The thing that has been 
of particular interest to me 
is comments and _ letters 
from the hometown boys in 
the service, and what they 
have been doing. 

J am assigned to Group 
LV Regulating Station, Camp 
Hatheway, Washington, 
and have been going to 
railroad school for the last 
two months. I can’t tell 
you any of the particulars 
of my training as it is re- 
stricted information. The 
men in my outfit are spe- 
cially picked men and all 
have qualifications for O. C. 


iS., but very few will go as 


their services are more suit- 
able in this particular 
branch of the service. About 
40 per cent of the men are 


college graduates, and 
nearly all the rest were in 
college when they were 


called into the service. 

It took us 414 days to get 
here from the Reception 
Center in Atlanta. While on 
this trip I learned what cold 


weather and snow really 
were. Give me Alabama 


any time and I will be sat- 
isfied. When we arrived at 
our destination it was rain- 
ing nearly every day until 
about two weeks ago. The 
weather is very pleasant 
now and the country is very 
beautiful, especially the ap- 
ple orchards and mountains.
